Aporia (Ancient Greek: amtopia: "impasse, difficulty of passing, 
lack of resources, puzzlement") denotes in philosophy a 
philosophical puzzle or state of puzzlement and in rhetoric a 
rhetorically useful expression of doubt. 

In Pyrrhonism (a school of skepticism founded by Pyrrho in the 
fourth century BCE) aporia is intentionally induced as a means of 
producing ataraxia. Ataraxia (atapagia, "not perturbed") is a 
Greek term used by Pyrrho and subsequently Epicurus for a lucid 
state of robust equanimity, characterized by ongoing freedom 
from distress and worry.
